Ord governed his district with high
ability and considerate courage. Schofiuld
was in entire harmony with the people subject
10 his rule, and intelligent Virginians doubted
if the best conceivable reconstruction would be
an improvement.

Suoh was the position when in came the
Attorney-Geéneral with his two opinions, His
opinions swept away the very foundation
mpon which all this sdministration was earried
on.- General Sickles, the frst to perceive the
scope of the opinion, as of the law, and the
boldest to gome to conclusgions, proffered his
resignation, recognizing that a military com-
mandant was a useless article nnder the Presi-
dent's view of the law. Sheridan comes

elicited from the witness John M. Lloyd,
during the examination at the Surratt trial on
Monday, must bave been startled into a sus-
picion, at least, that Butler did not lie.

It was the evidence of this man Lloyd, the
landlord of the hotel at Surrattsville, that did
most to convict Mrs, Surratt at the assassina-
tion trial. Lloyd alleged, in the first place,
that some five or six weeks before the assassi-
nation, Harcld, Atzerott, and Joln H. Surratt,
who i85 now on trial, came to his housa, and
left and concealed in it, with his knowledge,
iwo carbines, a eartridge-box of ammunition,
and a rope sixteen or twenty feet long; that the
carbines were covered, and he did not examine
them at that time ; that on the Tuesday pre-
vious to the assassination he met Mra, Surratt
in a buggy near Uniontown, when she called
hLis attention to the ‘‘shooting irons’’ that had
been left at his place; that about § o'cloock on
the afternoon previouns to the evening when
the President was shot, he returned home
that the village of Marlboro, where he had been
attending a trial, and found at his, house
Mrs. Burratt, who said to him, *Mr. Lloyd,
I want you to have those shooting
frons ready; some parties will call for them
to-night.”” Mras., Surratt then handed him a
package enclosed in paper, which he ‘‘did not
undo until he got up stairs, and found it was
a field-glass;” and asked him to “‘have two
bottles of whikky ready, ag they would be
called for that night.’”’ He also testified that
soon after 12 o'clock the same night, after the
aszassination, Booth and Harold came and
called for and took away one of the onrbines,
the fleld-glass, the whisky, and a monkey-
wrenoh, withont alluding to the rope, and
leaving that behind ! and farther, that, just as
they wers lunvinF, Booth #aid:—*I will tell
you some news; I am pretty certain that we
have assassinated the 'resident and Secretary
Heward 1" The War Department spy, Weich-

mou the valueless nature of this testimony
is thons exposed, the fragment of Booth’s
diary that has appeared may assist ns to a
better knowledge of what was really intended,
up to the last moment preceding the assassi-
nation, by all the partiss concerned. “‘Until
to-day,” Booth writes the very night after the
deed was done, “nothing was ever thought of
sacrificing to our country’s wrongs. For six
months we worked to capture; but, our cause
being almost lost, something great and decisive
must be done. bnt our failure was owing to
others who did not strike for their country
with a heart.””  Further on he says:—*'[ have
a greater desire; and almost a mind to retum
to Washington, and in a measurs to clear my
name, which 1 know that I can do.”

The fact that a 1ope “'sixteen or twenty feet
long,” and a monkey-wrench, were left
at llfiayd'a house flve or six weeks befors the
tragedy, and mnot called for by Harold and
Booth, with the other 'articles, when they
stopped on their flight frem Washington, is a
very significant indication that an abduction
was  contemplated. Might not this rope
haye bheen intended to confine a prisoner/
and is it not fair to suppose®that the wreneh
was to be used in case of any accident to the
carriange in which the prisoner was to be
borne away?  What, at last, did Booth mean

when he wrote that the failure to ab-
duct “was owing to others?’ And upon
what did bhe bass evenm a momen-

tary confilence that he could retam to
Washington and “clear his name?” Who
were these others who did not strike with
the heart that he desired! Not Paine, or
Hurold, or Atzeroit; for one of them, at
least, struck as boldly, if not as suceessfally,
as Booth did at the last. What were the asso-
ciations upon which the chief assassin founded,
or could found, a hope of palliation? Burely
not his association with the common accom-
1licea who have been convicted and hung.
Vas there then sowe laixlwr influence that he
could have either dared to preserve him (if
that were possible) from the conseguences of
his crime, or forced to share his obloquy,
perhaps his fate ! Are there those living who
were aware of and connived at the proposed
abdnction of the President, althoogh they
might not have been privy te the assassina-
tion itself! Where are the missing leaves of the
diary ¥ for until those are produoced, or until
the memory and the conscience of some ona
who saw and read them render their secret to
the world, the conspiracy that led to the
murder of Abraham Lincoln will still remain
a mystery.
